A HANDSOME SCRAP RUG. 
An inch is turned under on each 
and four inches of each end is 


S terlin g S ilverw are. 
There never was a better time in 
which to buy forks, spoons and other 
silver ware, so far as prices an; con­ 
cerned. Silver articles are, as a rule, at 
least one-third less in price than last 


marked off and reserved for fringe. The 
disks are made of plush remnants from 
tho upholsterer's, or the remains, old or 
new, of plush garments, trimmings or 
fancy* work. Sixty*-oho disks, 21 inches 
across, are first cut out, and from tho 
scraps left smaller disks of any* size ob­ 
tainable are cut. The larger ones are 
applied first, ll along each side, one ex­ 
actly in the center, one in the middle of 
each end and trie rest at regular dis­ 
tances apart on lines running diagonally* 
from corner to corner and from the mid ­ 
dle of the ends to the center disks in the 
side rows. 
If the plush is loosely* w*oven—liable to 
fray or ravel— the disks should be ap­ 
plied with buttonhole stitch, but if of 
firm texturo they may be simply hem­ 
med on. After the large disks are ar­ 
ranged the smaller ones are scattered in 
between, more or less thickly*, according 
to taste and material on hand, but the 
rug is much prettier when there are no 
spaces left large enough to hold one of 
the medium sized disks. The ends are 
fringed aud overlaid with heavy worsted 
upholstery fringe, mixed colors to blend 
with all shades, or a single color to match 
the darkest plush. The heading is but­ 
tonholed flatly to tile canvas, and the 
nearest disks overlap it a trifle. 
A lining of carpeting, ticking or any 
heavy material is faced smoothly over 
the under side and tacked to the canvas 
invisibly, beneath the disks. The House­ 
hold, authority for the foregoing, sug­ 
gests that pretty* but inexpensive rugs 
might be fashioned after this model by 
substituting burlap, pretty remnants o:l 
cloaking, cloth, etc., and yarn fringe fox 
the materials named. Zepliy*r of differ­ 
ent colors could then lie used for a vari 
cly of stitches in applying tho disks, or 
they could all bt* buttonholed in place 
with one color and the spaces between 
ornamented with fancy stitches in many 
colors—a nice way to utilize odd bits o 
zephyr and yarn.

The Housewife gives these directions? 
Use rather thick cream colored wool, and 
begin by crocheting on as many stitches 
as are wanted for the depth. For a child 
of ordinary height cast on 32 stitches. 
First Row—Having made a chain of 
32 stitches, have three stitches for the 
double crochet, and work 29 single cro­ 
chet. Cut off the wool. 
Second Row—Twenty double crochet 
on the 20 of the preceding row, and IO 
single crochet on the following single 
crochet. 
Third Row—Ten single crochet and IO 
on the 20 of the preceding row. After 
these 20 cut off the wool. 
Fourth Row—One row of 30 double 
crochet, on which IO single crochet to 
i;he inside, and then 20 rows, cutting off 
the wool at the end of every row, repeat 
the single crochet at each row, which 
gives the shape to the cape. 
At the twenty-first row only IO double 
crochet on the IO of the preceding row, 
plus 20, of which IO single crochet, four 
other rows to follow of the same, 20 dou­ 
ble crochet and IO single crochet. At 
the twenty-sixth row, only IO double 
crochet on the IO of the preceding row;

CHILD’S CROCHETED CAPE, 
chet; IO on the IO of the preceding row, 
and IO on the IO of the following row. 
The twenty-seventh row is finished off 
by eight rows of 20 double crochet and IO 
of single crochet. The first half of the 
cape is finished; the second half is differ­ 
ent—70 rows needed iii all. Work the 
first row of stitches tightly to make a 
border or edge at the bottom of the cape. 
The hood is made of 12 rows of double 
30 crochet, without increasing or de­ 
creasing, and at the end of each row 
cut off the wool, as in the cape. After 
the 12 rows are done, double the work in 
two on the wrong side, putting the first 
double crochet of the twelfth row against 
the last of the same row, and sew up the 
15 double crochet on each side; work the 
hood on to the cape by a row of tightened 
stitches, which is also done on the two 
extremities of the cape not covered by the 
hood. On this row an intermediate space 
is left by the separated double crochet 
by a single chain stitch. This space is 
worked round by a lace edging, one sin­ 
gle crochet on the stitch that separates 
the two double crochets, four double cro­ 
chet on the following stitch that sepa­ 
rates the two other double crochet, one 
single crochet on the following stitch, and 
so on to the end. 
The lace is worked iii two rows. ’ Tho 
first is begun at one side of the cape; six 
chain stitch on the fourth, a double 
crochet on tho second, not on the edge; 
a double crochet on the second stitch 
following on the edge of the cape, finish­ 
ing off the first double crochet; three 
chain, one double crochet put before 
the first of the following row and not 
on the edge, one double crochet—after 
the first following double crochet worked 
into the cape—ending the first double 
crochet; three chain, and so on to the 
end. .Work this row in silk—one stitch 
on the first stitch of tho three making 
the double crochet—five chain, one stitch 
on the third stitch; four chain, one stitch 
on the second double crochet; work on 
to the cape on the right side; four chain, 
one stitch on the first chain of the three 
following rows; three chain, and so on, 
repeat. The hood is edged with tho 
same lace, and sew on two bows of rib­ 
bon at each side of the seam and run a 
ribbon through the holes so as to tie a 
bow in front.

There was an 
up-turn on the late buying to 67%c, and tho 
close was strong at 67c bid. 
The corn trade labored under (the heavy 
receipts. Atlantic ports cleared 209,000 bu, 
and the clearances from last Saturday to 
last night were about 1,300,000 bu.

The W orld ’s O ldes 
D eriding B egu n B e ­ 
fore H istory Irs A f T ook Sh a pc. 
The most ancient, the most pictur­ 
esque and the most interesting pile 
in the world stands half a mile from 
London 
bridge, 
commanding 
the 
Thames from bt. Saviour’s creek to 
St. Olave’s wharf, and is known as 
the tower of London. 
The very name of this wonderful 
building suggests a thousand dramas, 
says H arper’s Young People. 
It is a 
palace, a court, a hall of council or a 
state prison as the fancy chooses 
to make it. 
Its very walls speak 
with human interest, and every inch 
of the massive structure is identified 
with human iiTe. 
Its existence be­ 
gan before history itself took definite 
shape. 
A part of it was a Saxon strong­ 
hold,as is mentioned in Saxon chron­ 
icles. 
The remains of a Bornan wall 
may still be traced near its founda­ 
tions, 
which many writers 
insist 
have existed since tho time of Caesar. 
The plan of the building in its pres­ 
ent form was commenced by William 
the Conqueror. 
As it surpasses all other edifices in 
interest, so its antiquity dwarfs them 
into 
comparative 
insignificance. 
W ith its SOO years of historic life 
and its years of traditional fame, it 
may be said to be a part of all we 
know, and a part of what we are. 
The historic pride of other famous 
buildings pales before this grim old 
battlement.

The oldest place in Europe—the 
west front of the burg in Vienna— 
dates from the time of Henry IIL 
I 
The old Louvre was commenced in I 
the reign of Henry VHI, and the I 
Tuilleries in the time of Elizabeth.

Versailles had no existence before 
*he time of the civil war in England, 
and its site was a swamp and a wil­ 
derness. 
The wonderful Eseurial be­ 
longs to the seventh century, and 
the beautiful Sans Souci the pride of 
German emperors, 
was erected as 
late as the eighteenth century. 
The Kremlin of Moscow and the 
doge’s palace in Venice can. date on­ 
ly to tho fourteenth century, and the 
oldest part of the vatican was com­ 
menced by the man whose name it 
bears—Borgia. 
The Seraglio 
in 
Stamboul was built by Mahomet II, 
and the Serai of Jerusalem was erec­ 
ted under the dominion of the Turks. 
The palaces of such ancient names 
as Athene. Cairo and Teheran are 
but modern inventions. 
Within the vaults of this*ancient 
pile many a book was written. There 
the accomplished duke of Orleans 
wrote 
his 
charming 
“Poesies.” 
There Sir W alter Raleigh wrote his 
“ Historic of 
the World.” 
There 
Eliot produced his 
“Monarchy of 
Man.” and Penn his “No Cross No 
Crown.” 
Upon its stones men and women 
have engraved the thoughts which 


burned within their souls, and every 
chamber tells a atory of human ex­ 
perience. 
Tho 
mighty 
structure 
seems to echo with human ambition 
Aud glory, love and hate, hope and 
despair. 
Tragedy and comedy walk hand in 
hand through its corridors. 
Eng­ 
land’s history is there, and with it 
much of the history of the world. 
Crammer a n d Latimer and Ridley 
speak to us from its walls; Lady Jane 
Gray, Annie Boleyn and Elizabeth 
haunt us at every turn, and Raleigh 
and Wyatt and Sir Thomas More 
have stamped tho very stones with 
the impress 
of 
their own lofty 
dignity. 
Great in history, the tower is also 
great in literature. 
It colors the 
thoughts of Bacon and the inspira­ 
tion of 
Shakespeare, and the one 
structure in the world which seems 
to have gathered into itself the great 
stream of human experience is tho 
tower in London.

Bameau, the celebrated 
French 
composer (1683-1764), is responsible 
for a very curious composition. 
The 
famous ballet dancer Salle, 
with 
whom ho entertained very friendly 
relations, asked him one day to give 
her some instruction in tho science 
of composing that she might immor­ 
talize herself by a composition of 
her own. 
Half ironically, 
half 
gallantly, 
Rameau replied th at it was unnec­ 
essary for him to give her any les­ 
sons, as all she would have to do 
was to wield the needle with which 
she produced such delicate embroid­ 
eries. 
He took some note paper 
from his pocket and directed her to 
place stitch upon stitch within the 
staff or near the same. 
The beauti­ 
ful girl did as she asked, and when she 
had finished Rameau took the sheet 
and transformed the stitches 
into 
notes. 
Not one was omitted by him, 
while he changed their value, etc* 
and prefixed the clef when he hail 
finished. 
He then played tho com­ 
position, greatly to the delight of the 
charming dancer. 
The outcome of this little pleas­ 
antry was an exceedingly peculiar 
and piquant melody which Rameau 
later on embodied in his opera “ Las 
Indes Galantes.” 
It was played and 
sung with great success and became 
very popular. 
Under the title of 
I “ Bes Sauvages” it was for a long 
i time one of the most popular melo­ 
dies of the age.

HORSE TH IE F CHARLEY. 


From a

A decidedly unique bad man was Charley 
Hughes, who terrorized the entire north­ 
western section of Texas for two years with­ 
out shedding a drop of human blood. He 
acquired an amount of notoriety in his 
business out of all proportion to the capital 
invested. Hughes went to Texas in 1870 
and hired out as a cotton picker. Where 
be came from was not known to his neigh­ 
bors or the Belcherville correspondent who 
recently wrote an account of his exploits 
for the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Toward 
the latter part of November he took some 
uO odd dollars in cash and a beautiful bay

mare that he had bought with part of his 
cotton picking proceeds and started to Hen­ 
rietta to see the sights. Of course he took 
his winchester and his six shooter along. 
The first sight that attracted him was a 
very agreeable gentleman named Tom 
Boyd, who was exhibiting three pieces ol! 
pasteboard to an admiring crowd and 
showing them what an easy thing it would 
be to guess which one would come upper­ 
most in case he were to throw them dowu 
on the table. Charley was very much in 
terested in the matter and felt confident 
of his ability to tell exactly which card it 
would be. So confident was he that before 
be knew it he had lost every cent of hi 
money on the cards that perversely insisted 
on doing just what he expected them not 
to. Like all men, however, who succeed in 
their special line of business, he had the 
courage of his convictions, and lienee of­ 
fered to bet his mare against $50 that he 
could guess the right card this last time 
anyway. Mr. Boyd was kind enough to 
accept his proposition, but the cards were 
not so kind and again refused to do what 
it was obviously right that they should do. 
That night Charley Hughes was in a bad 
condition. He was a stranger in a strange 
land, without money, without supper and 


fresh horse, together with the friendly cov­ 
er of night, took him out of all harm’s way. 
Had he been as expert at keeping away 
as he was lucky in getting away, it would 
have been a good thing for him. Unfortu­ 
nately, such was cot the case. 
In the early 
part of the night a drizzling, rain set in, 
and before midnight it was pouring down 
in torrents. Hughes, bewildered by the 
darkness and rain, lost his way and trav­ 
eled almost in a complete circle. In the 
night he passed by Queen’s peak, some 30 
miles from where he slipped his pursuers, 
but just about daybreak he rode up to 
Shaw’s ranch, not over two miles from Red 
River station, where the chase of the pre­ 
ceding day had begun. 
Here he called for breakfast, which was 
given him. 
While he was eating, Wash 
Shaw recognized him and rode over to the 
station to notify the officers. A posse of 
25 men had already been collected to renew 
the chase, and when they found where 
Hughes was they started immediately after 
him. When they surrounded the house, 
Hughes showed signs of offering desperate 
resistance, but as his weapons and ammuni­ 
tion had been injurer! by the rain of the pre­ 
ceding night he was unable to do anything. 
He was captured, bound hand and foot, and 
conveyed for safe keeping to the jail at Hen­ 
rietta. 
The jail at Henrietta was not an elabo­ 
rate one, and as it was evident that so des 
perate a man as Hughes required safe 
keeping he was soon removed to the more 
pretentious structure at Jacksboro. The 
prisoner condescended to remain in it for 
exactly two weeks, at the end of which time 
he kicked out—not tunneled out or broke 
out, but literally kicked out—and made his 
escape in company with his only fellow pris­ 
oner, a man named John Slovan. 
Hughes and Slovan seem to have been 
kindred spirits. They suited each other so ( 
well that they immediately formed a kind i 
of professional copartnership. 
To begin 
with, they visited Hughes’ old employer, 
Quinzenburg, stole eight of his best horses 
and made for the Red river, intending to 
take their horses to the territory and dis­ 
pose of them. There had been heavy rains 
in the west, however, and before the part­ 
ners could reach the river it had risen so 
high it was impossible for them to cross. 
Nothing daunted, they concealed their 
horses in a small canyon and struck camp 
not more than 15 miles below the station. 
A posse of 29 men was collected to cap­ 
ture the two worthies in their encamp­ 
ment. 
They, however, were expecting 
such a visit and made preparations for it. 
They had constructed a regular barricade 
out of trees from the sparse fringe of tim­ 
ber that skirted the river and stones from 
the low cliffs near. They had so arranged 
things that they were well sheltered, while 
their assailants would have to fight on the 
open prairie. The pcsss arrived about sun­ 
rise, and then began one of the most re­ 
markable battles in the history of the 
Texas frontier. 
The passe dismounted at long range and 
deployed on the open prairie, taking such 
shelter as the small depressions in the al­ 
most unbroken ground afforded. 
From 
morn till noon, from noon till dewy eve, a 
summer's day, the crack of winchesters and 
the pop of heavy six shooters resounded. 
When night came, a consultation of the at­ 
tacking party was held, and to the surprise 
of every one not a man had been wounded. 
The men were nearly worn out, several

awhile and then made up his mind. Late 
that night he went to Boyd’s stable and 
stole out the fleet mare that only a few 
hours before had been his own property. 
By hard riding he reached Red River sta­ 
tion before daylight and spent the rest of 
the night there. 
Meantime Boyd had discovered his loss 
and had interviewed the sheriff of Clay 
county in regard to it. That official seems 
to have been busy about something else at 
the time, so he compromised matters by 
deputizing Boyd and telling him to attend 
to his own case. Boyd was a professional 
gambler, it is true, but this fact did not 
interfere with his being made a special 
deputy. He got on Hughes’ track by some 
means and reached the station some hours 
befoi a noon.

After they had traveled some nine miles, 
just as they were crossing a particularly 
level reach of prairie, the figure of a horse­ 
man suddenly appeared over the rise of a 
hill half a mile to the east. It was Charley 
Hughes, and he had his winchester at his 
shoulder. 
Ping! ping! went two leaden 
l>alls, and two horses and their riders were 
down in a struggling, confused heap. 
To say that these shots demoralized the 
posse would be to put it lightly. However, 
when the dust cleared away, it was found 
that two ponies were writhing in their 
death agonies, while their riders were un­ 
hurt. The distance was too great for any 
ejective shooting in return, and, moreover, 
Hughes disappeared as suddenly as he had 
appeared. The posse, two less in number,

Near night­ 
fall Hughes’ mare gave out, and he had to 
take it afoot.

Hughes, though oil foot, shot viciously. 
Finally Hughes reached a long, high wire 
fence, inside of which a young man named 
Morgan was driving a team hitched to a 
load of wood. Hughes was by the team in 
an instant, and drawing his gun down on 
the driver he shouted: 
‘‘Here. young fellow, cut out your best 
horse for me, quick!” 
Morgan promptly obeyed, and Hughes 
galloped off. His pursuers had to hunt up 
the gate to the wire fence before they could 
follow. This gave him a start, and bis

IIE INDIC ATED HIS CONTEMPT FOR THE POSSE, 
trated. Had not Hughes been regarded as 
such a desperate man, the posse would have 
approached withiu short range and brought 
matters to a speedy conclusion. As it was, 
a detachment was sent to the fort at the 
station to ask for a piece of artillery, while 
the others kept up a fire all through the 
night. 
Meanwhile during the night the be­ 
leaguered men kept up their courage by 
shouting unpleasant names at the posse and 
firing random shots that had a vicious 
whirring to them. Finally all was quiet. 
Next morning all was still quiet, and on in­ 
vestigation the officers found the barricade 
deserted. The river was still dangerously 
high, but the two men had swam it during 
the night. Hughes soon appeared on the 
opposite side in full sight. Bending over, 
he made certain gestures at the posse in a 
manner that might fairly be construed as 
contemptuous. He thought he was out of 
gunshot, but Henry Newbury, one of the 
posse, had a long range buffalo gun. While 
Hughes was still indicating by signs his 
contempt for the posse, Newbury raised his 
sights aud fired, the ball going between 
Hughes’ legs. 
With a yell of astonishment the bad man 
took to the woods and was seen no more 
for the time being. Before swimming the 
river he and Slovan had abandoned their 
guns and horses. The latter were discov 
ercd hid in a canyon. They were allowed 
to stay there, though, as every one had its 
throat cut. 
For about a year a'ter this Hughes ant 
Slovan terrorized the whole district. Heavy 
rewards were offered for their capture, but 
nobody ever captured them. If they stole 
all the stock they are credited with, they 
had a enough to stock a large ranch 
Hughes was considered a desperate man 
and a fine shot, but somehow he never kill 
ed anybody and never seemed able to hit 
anybody. 
A ll things have an end, however, and 
Hughes was no exception to the rule. If 
any reader of these lines feels attracted by 
his desperate but bloodless career, let him 
note the end of it. On one occasion Hughes 
and Slovan stole a yoke of oxen and a 
wagon aud drove to Denison to dispose of 
the outfit. Hughes stopped with his oxen 
on the outskirts of town, while Slovan 
went iii to negotiate a trade. Some one 
recognized him and informed the officers. 
He was arrested just as he had informed 
a prospective purchaser where the steers 
were. When the officers reached the place 
designated, they found Hughes asleep on 
the wagon. They covered him with their 
guns and then awakened him. When he 
took in the situation he made a grab for 
his Winchester, but tile officers were too 
quick for him and lilied him full of lead. 
Such was the bloody death of the only 
bloodless bad man Texas ever produced.
